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THE  striking  disclosure  of  the  wide  variation  in  retail  prices  asked 
by  local  dealers  in  all  parts  of  the  country  for  fertilizer  ingre- 
dients, published  in  Circular  39  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
is  exhibited  again  by  similar  data  referring  to  June  1,  a  month  later 
than  the  first  inquiry.  The  prices  are  those  paid  by  farmers  in  cash 
in  local  markets,  and  they  show  much  wider  range  within  single 
States  or  from  county  to  near-by  county  than  can  possibly  be  explained 
by  differences  in  freight  rates  or  differences  in  the  wholesale  prices  in 
markets  of  origin.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Department  in  publishing  these 
data  to  help  the  farmers  of  the  country  to  obtain  their  supply  of 
fertilizer  material  at  the  lowest  reasonable  cost. 

As  in  the  first  inquiry,  the  statistics  given  in  the  present  circular 
are  based  upon  returns  made  by  county  agents,  working  under  direc- 
tion of  the  Department  and  the  State  agricultural  colleges,  and  can 
be  depended  upon  as  showing  the  actual  conditions  existing  at  the 
time  of  the  inquiry. 

The  inquiry  was  made,  through  the  States  Relations  Service  and 
the  Directors  of  Extension,  of  the  county  agents  in  all  the  Southern 
States  and  of  the  Northern  States  as  far  v^-est  as  Iowa  and  Missouri. 
Many  of  the  agents  reported  that  no  commercial  fertilizers  were  used 
in  the  county,  others  that  only  complete  fertilizers  were  used  and  that 
the  unmixed  materials  were  not  handled. 

The  county  agents  were  requested  to  report  on  the  retail,  cash, 
delivered  price  per  ton  of  nitrate  of  soda,  sulphate  of  ammonium,  high 
and  low  grade  cottonseed  meal,  high  and  low  grade  tankage,  acid 
phosphate  (16%),  muriate  of  potash,  sulphate  of  potash,  and  Nebraska 
potash.  Prices  on  other  forms  of  ammoniates,  such  as  dried  blood 
and  fish  scrap,  were  not  called  for,  as  it  was  not  believed  the}^  would 
be  generally  available  to  farmers. 

The  reports  show  that  the  potash  salts  are  not  generally  available 
to  farmers.  Out  of  761  reports  received  from  county  agents  only  7 
gave  quotations  for  sulphate  of  potash,  the  prices  ranging  from  |65.00 
to  1350.00  per  ton. 

On  muriate  of  potash  11  county  agents  gave  quotations  ranging 
from  170.00  to  |600.00  per  ton. 

On  so-called  Nebraska  potash  21  couuty  agents  reported  prices  as 
follows:

On  cottonseed  meal,  high  grade,  207  quotations  were  received, 
raugiug  from  |35.00  to  |7S.OO  per  ton,  and  on  low  grade  221  (piotations 
from  f^O.OO  to  fSO.OO. 

On  tankage,  high  grade,  10.")  (inolalious  were  received,  ranging  from 
125.00  to  J)fl50.00  per  ton,  and  on  low  grade  To  (luotations  from  J;^27.50 
to  1130.00  per  ton. 

Cottonseed  meal  and  tankage  when  in  good  condition  are  used  to 
a  large  extent  for  feeding;  when  in  poor  condition  for  animal  feeds 


their  value  for  fertilizers  may  uot  be  impaired  and  the  price  may  be 
materially  lower.  As  it  was  realized  that  this  "condition"  might  have 
a  bearing  upon  the  price  asked  by  dealers  in  near-by  localities,  the 
detailed  prices  are  not  given. 

The  following  tables  give  by  States  and  counties  the  retail  prices 
for  nitrate  of  soda  and  IG  per  cent  acid  phosphate.
